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It  will  be  seen  that  this  service  is  of  very  high 
character  throughout,  admirably  adapted  to  a 
sight-seeing  tour  of  the  nation's  largest  and  most 
unique  playground — America's  Only  Geyserland. 

To  further  enhance  the  pleasure  of  the  trip, 
open  observation  cars  are  operated  between  Living- 
ston, Montana,  and  Gardiner  Gateway,  affording  a 
magnificent  54-mile  ride  through  the  "Gate  of  the 
Mountains,"  "Yankee  Jim's  Canyon"  and  "Paradise 
Valley,"  along  the  rushing  Yellowstone  River  with 
the  majestic  snow-capped  mountains  in  full  view, 
including  the  towering  heights  of  Emigrant  Peak, 
Electric  Peak  and  other  glorious  sky-scrapers. 

The  trip  consumes  less  than  two  days  and  but 
two  nights  between  Chicago  and  Yellowstone  Park, 
this  being  the  short  and  direct  route  from  Chicago 
to  the  Park. 

The  Pleasures  of  the  Trip. 

Along  the  banks  of  only  a  few  of  the  world's 
most  famous  streams  is  there  found  scenery  of  such 
beauty,  ranging  all  the  way  from  the  softly  pic- 
turesque to  the  sublimely  grand,  as  along  the  upper 
Mississippi.  Not  only  is  there  magnificent  scenery, 
but  every  mile  is  replete  with  legendary  lore  and 
historic  fact  with  which  are  associated  the  names  of 
De  Soto,  the  discoveror  of  the  Father  of  Waters, 
of  Hiawatha,  Winona  and  Black  Hawk  of  Indian 
fame;  of  three  presidents  of  the  United  States,  and 
many  others. 

Of  the  Twin  Cities,  St.  Paul,  beautifully  located 
on  a  series  of  hills  overlooking  the  river,  is  reached 
first.  Within  its  borders  are  many  attractive 
parks.  Here  is  located  Minnesota's  magnificent 
$4,000,000  State  Capitol  Building,  than  which  there 
is   none   more    beautiful.     Minneapolis   is   quickly 
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reached  through  the  medium  of  a  great  stone-arch 
bridge.  The  train  passes  near  St.  Anthony  Falls, 
and  the  world-famous  flour  milling  district. 

The  Northern  Pacific  or  Yellowstone  Park  Line 
following  the  routes  of  the  old  fur  traders  and  the 
Red  River  carts,  crosses  the  beautiful  Lake  Park 
Region  of  Minnesota,  dotted  with  attractive  summer 
places,  and  after  tapping  the  valley  of  the  Red  River 
of  the  North,  the  richest  in  the  growth  of  wheat  of 
any  in  the  United  States,  stretches  westward  almost 
in  an  air  line  through  the  broad  plains  of  North 
Dakota,  to  the  Missouri  River  near  Bismarck,  North 
Dakota's  Capital. 

Picturesque  Pyramid  Park. 

At  Medora  we  are  in  the  heart  of  the  famous 
Pyramid  Park.  Petrified  tree  stumps  dot  the  land- 
scape and  an  army  of  spires,  bluffs,  hills,  buttes  and 
castled  cliffs  rise  from  the  plain,  garbed  in  striking 
colors  that  attract  the  eye.  Reds  and  pinks  are  the 
predominant  colors,  but  coal  blacks,  grays  and  drabs 
are  blended  with  them,  causing  fantastic  effects. 
These  hills,  washed  by  the  eternal  rains,  have  been 
eroded  into  cones,  pyramids  and  squares,  which  are 
circumscribed  by  rugged,  twisting  ravines,  gouged 
out  by  the  torrential  floods.  Ancient  coal  beds 
have  burned  out,  or  in  places  are  still  burning. 

After  crossing  the  fertile  "Golden  Valley"  at 
Beach,  the  line  enters  Eastern  Montana.  It  then 
follows  the  Yellowstone  River,  through  the  pictur- 
esque and  productive  Yellowstone  Valley,  via  the 
route  which  Lewis  and  Clark,  the  early  explorers,  took 
on  their  perilous  journey  home  from  the  Pacific. 

Billings,  the  great  industrial  capital  of  the  Yel- 
lowstone Valley  is  soon  reached,  and  presents  a  sur- 
prise in  its  size  and  progressiveness.  One  hundred 
and  fifteen  miles  beyond  Billings  is  Livingston.     A

ride  of  fifty-four  pleasant  miles  southward,  in  an 
open-top  observation  car,  brings  one  to  Gardiner, 
right  at  the  northern  edge  of  Yellowstone  Park  and 
the  main  entrance  thereto — claiming  this  distinction 
both  by  the  fact  that  here  is  located  the  Govern- 
ment Entrance  arch,  dedicated  by  then  President 
Roosevelt,  and  because  the  park  wonders  can  be 
seen  to  the  best  advantage  only  when  entering  the 
Park  at  this  point.
